the late Miniſters; or, uawarrantas 8 
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bly Ls the New. In order to 
this, I would conſider my ſelf as a diſin- 
tereſted Stranger in Great Britain, and 
that had been a Looker on, and had im- 
| pores his Eyes and Ears in reading and 
earing the paſt and preſent State of this 
Country, both as to its own Particular, 
and as it ſtands in relation to the com- 
mon Intereſt of Europe. As the Changes 
were making, I could hardly forbear think- 
ing my ſelf in Marius or Hlla's Days, that 
not only this happy Conſtitution both in 
Church and State, had been near its De- 
ſtruction, that the Nobility, Gentry, and 
Citizens were proſcrib'd, their Houſes 
ranſack d and fir'd, c. On the other 
ſide, the Triumph Was ſo great, as if we 
had eſcap'd, and juſt had a Deliverance 
from all theſe dreadful Evils. How 
groundleſs ſuch Apprehenſions are and 
have been, ſhall be the Deſign of the w=_ 
lowing Paper, in which I ſhall -prov 
that all we value, as Engiiſh-men, Nerd 
ſtants and good Chriſtians, is as much 
the Deſign of the preſent Miniſtry to pre- 
ſerve, promote and encourage, as the for- 
mer ever did or ever delign'd to do; nay, 
that their Obligation is greater. And if

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A har theſe uneaſy, unquiet People 
mean, by their Fears and Diſcontents, 
they tell you is, The Preſervation of the 

Laws and Conſtitutions of this Country,

of Conſcience, promoting and Encoura- 


-ging of Trade, effectually carry ing on the, 
War againſt France, till we are in poſſeſ- 
ſion of a happy and honourable Peace. a 
If this is the Deſign and the only Inte- 


reſt of theſe Gentlemen to purſue, and

ſelves in: If this appears plain, theſe 
Matters, I hope, when rightly conſider'd, 
will quiet the Minds of uneaſy and diſ- 
contented People, and ſtop the Mouths of 
thoſe whoſe Intereſt it is, to be unquiet.

Not to ſtrain the Doctrine of 
Paſſive Obedience and Non - reſiſtance, as 
ſome who do neither believe nor practiſe 
what they, profeſs, none will deny me 
the Queen's undoubted Prerogative, by 
the Laws and Conſtitutions of our 
Country, to imploy what © Miniſters, 
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lified by the Laws 


much the Right of the Queen, as her very 
Title is. Indeed to diſown this is to ſub- 
vert the very Being of the Eftabliſh'd 


Government. This being granted, why 


then has ſhe done any thing but what ſhe 
has an unqueſtionable Right to do. In 


the next place, I think it will be no great 


Difficulty to- prove, that there was not 


only the hi FED Prudence, but even a real 


Neceffuy fo this Alteration. I take it 
for granted, that all conſidering People 
think the carrying on the War neceſ- 
ſary, till we have a ſafe and honourable 
Peace, that the heavy Debts contracted 
during this War ought to be provided 
for, that in order to this Money muſt be

Parliament and Miniſtry, with ſo much Pa- 
tience, as is evident they do from this, eſpe- 
cially when they were poſſeſs'd with an O- 


pinion, that the publick Treaſure Was mis el 


applied. But theſe Gentlemen will objeQ, 


that theſe People were poſſeſs d with a

For Argument's fake to ad- 
mit that to be true, then it muſt be grant- 
ed to, be the higheſt Wiſdom in a Prince to
